A  transparent  paraffine  paper  bag  is  placed  over  to  prevent 
Cross  Polleaization-TO BA CCO  BEING  SELFERTIIE  PLANT,  when  bagged, 
insures  a  stronger  seed  and  insures  a  more  uniform  type.  Careful  selection 
has  been  adherred  to.  Plants  that  do  not  score  to  a  certain  standard  are  rej¬ 
ected  each  seed  capsul  is  separately  examined,  the  light  and  medium  seed  is 
blown  out  by  a  TOBACCO  SEED  SEPARATOR,  leavirg  only  the  largest  and 
strongest  seed.
